The Journals of Saturday were read, reconsidered and confirmed. 

On motion. Rev. John T. Morris, of Texas, was invited to an 
honorary seat in the Conference. 

The Committee on the state of the Church, made their report, 
which was read, re-read, and after some discussion, laid on the table. 

Conference, on motion, took a recess of fifteen minutes. 

11 A. M. — Sermon by R6v. John T. Morris, of Texas. 

Conference convened in the chapel, and was called to order by 
the President. 

The report of the Committee on the State of the Church, on 
motion, was taken up' from the table, considered by sections, 
amended, and adopted as follows : 

Y^our committee asks leave to report the following : From the 

several reports of the Superintendents, we are glad to find the con- 
dition of the Church, with some few exceptions, in a tolerably good 
condition. We recommend that Superintendents be required to 
organize Methodist Protestant Sabbath Schools at all their church- 
es, as far as practicable ; and that they use their utmost exertions 
to increase the Sabbath School interest. 

We further recommend, that Superintendents be required to la- 
bor, by all means jiOssible, to guard our membership against the 
evil and pernicious practice of dram-making, drinking and selling, 
and to promote the cause of temperance in their several charges. 

We recommend further, that Superintendents strictly observe 
our Book of Disci[)liue, so as to promote uniformity of practice 
in our public worship.. 

We recommend further, that each Superintendent be required to 
take up a collection at each church under his charge, during the 
last quarter, to defray the expenses of publishing the Minutes of 
the Conference. 

We recommend further, that this,. Conference appoint a Com- 
mittee, or Committees to look after Church property in this Dis- 
trict, where the churches have become extinct, and where church 
property has been transferred illegally, as provided for in our 
Book of Discipline, on page 75, section 5. Also, that an agent be 
appointed and installed with trust of the Atlanta property, as the 
property of this Conference, and that they report their actions to 
the next Annual Conference. 

Resolved, That this Annual Conference concur with the Joint 
Commission of the Methodist Protestant and Methodist churches 
in the recommendation of the call for a general Convention of 
both churches to be held in Baltimore on the 2d Friday in May, 
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1877, to consummate the union of the two churches ; and that the 
superintendents be requested to bring this matter prominently 
before the churches. E. Morris, Chairman.

We, the Committee, beg leave to make the following report : 

Whereas, a proposal was made to the Georgia and Alabama 
Conferences by the Trustees of Bowdon College, to turn over the 
franchises and property of that College to said Conferences, on 
condition that an annual endowment fund of two thousand dollars 
for ten years be subscribed ; and whereas, said proposal was for- 
mally accepted by said Conferences on the conditions named ; and 
whereas, commissioners were appointed by this Conference at its 
last session to meet the Trustees of Bowdon College in conjunction 
with a similar commission from the Alabama f’onference, on the 
23d December, 1874, to execute the transfer of said property in 
legal form ; and whereas, we learn in a private letter from the Sec- 
retary of the Alabama Conference that no commissioners were 
appointed by that Conference having power to do such business ; 
and whereas, on account of the failure of said appointment, and 
the failure of the Conferences to raise the required subscription, 
the legal transfer was a failure : therefore. 

Resolved^ 1st, That this Conference deeply regret said failure of 
so laudable an enterprise. 
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. 2d, That subscriptions for said purpose are not binding until 
the required endowment fund is raised. 

3d, That it is due to the Trustees of Bowdon College to publish 
in our Minutes that said Conferences have no control over that 
College. 

4th. That the thanks of this body are due and are hereby ten- 
dered for their liberal olfer. 

5th. That we sympathize with the worthy officers who have 
labored faithfully the ]^resent year, perhaps, with some hope that 
the transfer would be made, and that aid would be obtained from 
that soui’ce, and deeply regret, by the poverty and apathy of our 
church, we cannot claim their labors in the service of the church.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



Article 1. This Association shall be known as the Missionary 
Society of the Annual Conference of the Methodist Protestant 
Church, of the Georgia District. 

Article 2. The object of this Association shall be to raise 
funds for the support of missionaries to travel in the bounds of 
said district. 

Article 3. Any person contributing one dollar shall be a mem- 
ber of this Society, so long as they may contribute that amount 
annually. 

Article 4. The officers of said Society shall be a President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, who shall be elected annually by the 
Society. 

Article 5. This Society shall meet annually at the time and 
place of holding the Annual Conference. The members of the 
Conference shall transact the business of the Association. 

Article 6. Every minister shall present the object of this 
Association whenever practicable, and solicit contributions to carry 
out its object, and pay over the same to the Treasurer. 

Article 7. The funds contributed shall be employed in com- 
pensating such missionaries and preachers as shall be employed by 
the Society, or its authorities. 

Article 8. The selection and appointment of Missionaries for 
the Association shall be made by the Executive Committee. 

Article 9. Thei-e shall be au. Executive Committee consisting 
of six members, three ministers and three laymen, appointed by 
the Association, one of whom shall be President for the time being, 
whose duty it shall be to employ missionaries to travel within the 
bounds of the district, and to detine their duties, and tix their com- 
pensation, and to pay over to them the same out of the moneys 
that may be in the treasury, and draw on the Treasurer for the 
same, and report to the Association annually all their acts and 
tJoiogS:

Vlli« All motions matfe and seeonded shall hestatetl hy the 
President or if In wrltlntf, shall he read, andihly, hy the Heeretary, 
before debated j and when any ijuestion is under deflate, no motion 
shall he admitted, nnless to amend, eommitj a^jonrm or for the 
previous question, jyrmihM, a standing committee shall lie in order 
to report at any time, 

1a, The last motion, most distant time, and largest sum, shall 
* he tirst in order, hut a motion to adjourn shall always he in order 
without dehate, 

X, Should any member differ from the President on a rule of 
order, the question shall he submitted to the Conference, 

XI, Xo member shall withdraw during business hours, without 
leave from the President, 

XII, The President shall, at all times, see that good order is 
preserved. 

XIII. The proceedings of the Conference shall recorded in 
a fair hand by the Secretary, and signed by the President and 
Secretary. 

XIV. The Secretary shall take charge of all the books, jour- 
nals, records and proceedings of the Conference, and carry or 
transmit the same to the Conference at its next session. 

XV. The order of business as laid down in the Discipline, shall 
be the order of business of this Conference.
